United States to Continue to 
Contest Legality of Seiz- 
ing Ships on Voyages to 
Neutral Ports. 


Great Britain Justifies Ac- 
tion as Wholly Legal and 
Will Continue to Follow 
Orders in Council.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 
Wilson’s reply to the latest British notes 
rejecting the American demands for re- 
lief from interference with neutral com- 
merce under the orders in council, is 
virtually ready to be dispatched to Lon- 
don. 

Although Great Britain’s notes were 
made public only last night and the 
State Department received them only 
Monday, the American Government 
knew the British views through informal 
conferences between American and Brit- 
ish officials here and in London, ans 
had framed its reply before the notes 
actually were received. It is believed 
there will be little change in the answer 
already prepared when it goes to Lon- 
don. 

The American reply will continue to 
contest the legality of taking ships 
from the high seas on voyages to neu- 
tral ports. It is understood the Ameri- 
can Government will differentiate from 
sLips on the high seas and ships which 
go to British ports or which attempt tv 
run blockade lines. The British argu- 
ment that American commerce had not 
suffered also will be contested. 

In all quarters it seems to be agreed 
that thé controversy has®reached the 
stage of an academic discussion with 
some evidences of a trend toward ulti- 
mate submission to an internation arhi- 
iral commission as a Way out of the 
deadlock. 

Great Britain, i. is declared, will con- 
tinue to apply the orders in council, 
but with every effort to avoid embar- 
rassments to neutrals. 

Tt is denied that international law is 
violated by the blockading of neutral 
ports to cut off an enemy’s commerce 
with foreign countries and Great Bri:- 
ain declines to allow the free passage 
of goods originating in Germany and 
territory under German control. 

? Reply in Two Notes. 

Great Britain's reply is embodied 

two notes, one supplemental, and, _ to- 
gether with correspondence over the 
American steamer Neches, seized by 
the British while bound from Rotter- 
dam to the United States with goods of 
German origin, also published today, 
totals 7000 words. 
_ The supplemental note is a reply to 
ihe American caveat giving notice that 
the United States would not recognize 
tne orders in council in lieu of inter- 
national law nad defends prize court 
proceedings. The United States is in- 
vited, however, to submit to arbitra- 
tion any prize court decision it holds 
to be unjust. 

In the case of the steamer Neches, 
detailed under the orders in council, the 
note justifies British stoppage of com- 
merce from Germany and German-con- 
trolled territory on the ground that 
Germany has violated international 
law in her war on British and neutral 
commerce. 

An answer to the British notes short- 
ly will be forthcoming, data for which 
1 s been in course of preparation for 
some time.

Changed Cénditions of Warfare. 

Changed conditions of warfare, the 
British note contends, require a new 
application of the principles of inter- 
national law. The advent of the sub- 
marine, the airship and the alleged 
atrocities by German troops in Belgium 
are cited as * justification for the exer- 
cise of extreme measures. 

The blockade is justified on the con- 
tention that the universally recognized 
principle of a blockade is that a _ bel- 
ligerent is entitled to cut off “‘by ef- 
fective means the sea-borne commerce 
of his enemy.” 

The note reiterates that Great Britain 
will continue to apply the order com-

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GERMAN SUBMARINE SENDS — 
AMERICAN SHIP INTO PORT 
WITH PRIZE CREW OF ONE 


BERLIN, by wireless to Sayville, Aug. 
4—Among the items given out today 
for publication by the Overseas News 
Agency was the following: 

“The Amerjcan ship Pass of Bal 
maha has arrived at Cuxhaven, having 
on board one’ noncommissioned office: 
of a German submarine boat which had 
stopped the ship and placed the officer 
on her as a prize crew. While the of- 
ficer was asleep the captain changed 
his course toward the British coast, 
but when the officer awakened he com- 
pelled the captain of the ship to obev 
orders and put into Cuxhaven. 

“On investigation it was discovered 
that a British prize crew of une offi- 
cer and four men were on board hid- 
ing below. The bark was bound foc 
Archangel, Russia, with cotton. She 
sailed from New York June 24. 

This is the first instance in which ua 
German submarine has refrained from 
destroying a captured ship, and con- 
formed to the usages respecting prizes 
for which this country is contending.

Leelanaw and the British steamers Iber- 
lan and Orduna, sunk or attacked by 
German submarines, and the latest ex- 
ploit of a submersible nature is the 
capture of the American ship Pass of 
Balmaha.

LONE MAN HOLDS 
UP AN IOWA BANK 
AND GETS $21,300 


Cedar Rapids Teller, Found 
Locked in Vault, Made Tem- 
porarily Insane by Shock. 


CEDAR RAPIDS, ‘‘Ilo., Aug. 4—The 
Cedar Rapids National Bank was held 
up and robbed of $21,300 early today 
by a lone man who, at the point of a 
revolver, compelled Leo Perrin, the 
paying teller, to open the vaults, and 
afterward locked him'‘up. Perrin was 
discovered a prisoner in the vault about 
in a state of tempo- 
rary insanity, the result of his expe- 
rience, and was removed to a local hos- 
pital, where his condition at noon was 
said by physicians to be serious. 

The robber is believed by officials of 
the bank to have been in the building 
all night. After he had filled his pock- 
ets with the currency, he escaped, and 
no trace of him: has been found. 

Perrin went to the bank early and had 

just opened the outer door of the vault 
when the man stepped before him, ac- 
cording to his incoherent statements to 
the police, held a revolver to his head 
and ordered him to open the remain- 
ing doors, which he did. As soon as 
the currency safe was reached, the 
robber helped himself to bunches of 
the bills, and then backed out, slam- 
ming the outer door on the teller. 
Perrin told the police the man seemed 
to have had specially constructed pock- 
ets, in which he stored the currency. 
A bundle containing $2000 was found 
outside the vault door. 
Once, while turning the combination 
on the currency safe, Perrin says, he 
pushed the pointer past the _ correct 
number, whereupon the robber pressed 
the revolver close to his head, and ex- 
claimed: “No, monkey business, or I'li 
blow your head off.” 

Another employe, entering the bank 
a few minutes later, discovered that 
something was wrong with the vault 
doors and investigated. 

Perrin, the teller, is 30 years old, and 
married. He has been in the bank’s 
employ for several years. 

The bank is one or the largest in the 
city, having aie capita) of $500,000 ; 
surplus of $200,000 and deposits of $6,000,- 
0, according to the last statement. 
Ralph Van Vachten. vice-president of 
the Continental and Commercial Nation- 
a't Bank of Chicago, is president of the 
bank. 


Youth Who Tries to Hold Up Bank 
in Savanah Is Captured. 
SAVANNAH, Ga., Aug. 4.—James T. 


Fannan, 18 years old, attempted to hoid 
up H. I, Williams, teller of the Mer- 
chants’ National Bank here, shortly 
after noon today, failed and was cap- 
tured. 

Fannan appeared at the teller’s win- 
dow and demanded a bag of money he 
saw inside. When Williams refused 
Fannan fired at the teller, but missed, 
Fannan ran out of the bank and took 
refuge in a printing office, where he 
was caught by police and civilians. He 
says he came here from Jacksonville.

REVENTLOW SAYS GERMANY CAN 
EXPECT NOTHING FROM RUMANIA 


Editorial in the Tages Zeitung De- 
clares Neutrality Has Be- 
come “Malevolent.” 
BERLIN, via London, Aug. 4—A 
warning that nothing can be expected 
from Rumania, is conveyed to the read- 
ers of the Tages Zeitung in an editorial 
by Count Ernest Reventlow. His article, 
which is headed ‘“‘Rumania’s Falling 
Quotatior.,”” summarizes the _ situation 

in the following paragraph: 

‘“‘Those friendly relations with Ru- 
mania, made sacred byetradition and— 
on the German side by firm confidence 
—can hardly longer be considered as 
existing.”’ 

Count Reventlow points out Rumania’s 
refusal to permit exports of grain or 
to permit ammunition for the Turks to 
pass through its territory, although 
Russia was permitted to transship muni- 
tions to Servia. He says it had been 
hoped Rumania would fulfill its treaty 
obligations or preserve, at least, an up- 
right and well-wishing neutrality, but 
came to pass. Ru- 
mania’s neutrality became ‘‘malevo- 
lent,’”’ he asserts, with a tendency to 
enter the conflict on the side of Ger- 
many’s enemies.

BY AUTO WHEN HE 
IS PLAYING ‘TIBBY 


Charles A. Becker’s Car Hits 
Francis Barry, 10—Skull Brok- 
en, Lad Dies in Ambulance. 


EXONERATES .THE DRIVER 


Mother of Boy Says Becker Is 
Not to Blame—Sorry 
He Is Held. 


While playing a game known to boys 
as “‘tibby,’’ Francis Barry, 10 years old. 
of 1526 North Tenth street, was run down 
and fatally injured near his home at 4 
p. m. yesterday by an autornobile owned 
and driven by Charles A. Becker of 7133 
serlin avenue, treasurer of the Becker- 
Moore Paint Co. The boy died in an am- 
bulance on the way to the city hospital. 
His skull was fractured. 

“Tibby” is played with a cylindrical 
piece of wood, sharpened at each end, 
and a stick. The piece of wood, called 
a “tibby,” is placed on the ground. 
One of the pointed ends is hit with the 
stick, causing the ‘‘tibby” to rise into the 
air. The piayer strikes the “‘tibby’’ witn 
the stick while it is in the air, sometimes 
knocking it a consderable dstance. An 
cpposing player is then required to reac) 
the ‘“‘tibby’” in a certain number of 
steps. 

The name, 
a boyish 
piece of 


“tibby,’’ is supposed to be 
corruption of “tippy,’’ as the 
wood from which the game 
takes its name is tipped with the sick 
before it is knocked through the air. 

The game had progressed until Fran- 
cis Barry and five other boys playing 
it had reached the mouth of an alley 
on Tenth street, between Cass avenue 
and Mullanphy street. The “‘tibby” had 
been knocked into the middle of the 
street and young Barry was taking long 
steps to reach it when the automobile 
struck him. 

Becker told the police he was run- 
ning his car at mogerate speed and was 
sounding his horn when the boy sud- 
denly darted in front of the machine. 
The right side -of the machine struck 
his head, knocking him down. 

Becker put the boy in the automobile 
and took him to the office of a doctor, 
who advised that he be hurried to the 
hospital. After being taken to the 
North Market Street Police Station 
Becker was released on a common law 
bond. 

At his home today Becker said he 
carried liability insurance which would 
enable him to aid the boy’s mother, 
Mrs. Margaret Barry, if she will accept 
his offer. Mrs. Barry’s husband, Wil- 
liam G. Barry, a carpenter, lives in 
Normandy. Mrs. Barry told the police 
she and her husband separated before 
Francis was born. 

At the North Market Street Police 
Station Mrs. Barry pleaded with the po- 
lice not to hold Becker. “I feel sorry 
for the poor man,”’ she said. ‘‘He feels 
just as badly about this as I do and 
he has tried to do everything he could 
for Francis and myself.”’ 

When told that it would be necessarv 
to hold Becker under bond, Mrs. Barry 
said: ‘‘Well, I’m sorry for him.’”’

One Defendant Says He Forgot 
to Pay—Another Denies 
Any Obligation. 


Suits totaling about $3000 against 3 
members of the Missouri Athletic Asso- 
ciation (successor to the Missouri Ath- 
letic Club), whose names were dropped 
by the directors at a meeting in June. 
were filed in Justice of the Peace Gor- 
man’s court today by W. C. Connett, 
attorney for the association. The suits 
are upon notes of $100 each signed by 
the persons sued when they were admit. 
ted to membership, and for additional 
amounts such as dues up to the tims 
they were dropped from membership 
and service checks some of them signed 

Connett, who is a member of the board 
of directors of the association and chair- 
man of the Building Committee, when 
asked regarding the suits, said: 

“The board of governors regretted very 
much the necessity of dropping these 
men from membership and suing them, 
but there did not appear to be any other 
course that would be fair to the remain- 
ing 1600 resident members and more 
than 500 nonresident members. 

Debts Carried as Asset. 

‘When these men signed an applica- 
tion and note and were admitted to 
membership their indebtedness to the 
club thereby became an asset of the 
club and the board felt in duty bound 
to take proper steps to collect these es- 
sets for the benefit of all the members. 

“It was the duty of the parties we 
have sued to pay their obligation and 
resign. This they refused to do. We do 
not particularly need the money, but 
the board felt it had no right to give 
away asests belonging to the club even 
though it was very disagreeable to expel 
them and order suit brought.”’

WASHINGTON, Aug. 4.—Gen. Blot, 
commander of the military forces of 
the late President Guillaume of Haiti, 
who was killed by a mob in the recent 
uprising, has acceded to Rear Admiral 
Caperton’s first steps to restore peace 
and government in the island by resign- 
ing his post and heading a movement 


the ‘civilfan affairs of the country. Ad- 
miral Caperton’s plan for disarming the 
natives, and making a peaceful agree- 
ment between the military and political 
factions seems assured of success. 

The mixed commission sent to Cape 
Haitien by Admiral Caperton had in- 
structions to prevail upon the forces of 
the north to disarm and to bring Blot 
and Bobo, another leader, to Port au- 
Prince, to co-operate in the peace move- 
ment. 

Bobo has not yielded and his revolu- 
tionists are reported to be menacing 
Cape Haitien, necessitating landing of 
sailors from the gunboat Nashville. No 
report of this latter development, how- 
ever, been received from Admiral 
Caperton. 

Rear Admiral Benson, Acting Secre- 
tary of the Navy, said today that with 
the arrival of the battleship Connecticut 
at Port au Prince, 1300 marines and 
bluejackets could be landed in an emer- 
gency. 

“We do not contemplate sending any 
more reinforcements to Haiti,’’ said Ad- 
miral Benson, ‘“‘but if it becomes neces- 
sary we will send the armored cruiser 
Tennessee, now in New York.”

Blockade of Neutral Ports. 
Coming down to the question of the 
allied blockade of neutral poms, the note 
continues: 

‘In the yarious notes which I have 
received from your excellency the 
right of a belligerent to establish a 
blockade of the enemy ports is ad- 
mitted, a right which has obviously 
no value save in so far as it gives 
power to a belligerent to cut off the 
seu-borne exports and imports of his 
enemy. 

“The contection which I-understand 
the United States Government now 
puts forward is that, if a belligerent 
is so cireun'stanced that his com- 
merce can pass through atjacent 
neutral ports as easily as through 
ports in his own territory, his oppo- 
nent has no right to interfere and 
must restrict hix measures of block- 
ado in such a manner as to leave 
such avenues of commerce still open* 
to his adversary.

Sir Edward. Grey then refers to 
the American Civil War blockade of 
8000 miles of coast with a small num- 
ber of vessels and recalls how the 
United States, finally took recourse 
of blockading “neighboring neutral 
territory, which afforded convenient 
centers from which contraband could 
be introduced into Confederate terri- 
tory and from which blockade run- 
ning could be facilitated.” 

Sir Edward wrote: 

Your excellency will no doubt re- 
member how in order to meet this 
new difficulty, the old principles re- 
lating to contraband and blockade 
were developed and the doctrine of 
continuous voyage was applied and 
‘enforced, under which goods des- 
tined for the enemy territory wer6 
intercepted before they reached the 
neutral ports in which they were to 
be re-exported. 

The difficulties which imposed upon 
the United States the necessity of 
reshaping some of the old rules, are 
somewhat akin to those with which 
the allies are now faced in dealing 
with the trade of their enemy. Adja- 
cent to Germany are various neutral 
countries which afford a convenient 
opportunity for carrying on her 
trade with foreign countries. 

Her own territory is covered by 
a network of railways and water- 
ways, which enable her commerce 
to pass as conveniently through 
ports in such neutral cuuntries as 
through her own. A _ biockade lim- 
ited to enemy ports would leave 
open routes by which every kind 
of German commerce could pass 
almost as easily as through the 
ports in her own territory.

They are unable to admit that 
a belligerent violates any funda- 
mental principles of law by ap- 
plying a blockade in such a way 
as to cut off the enemy’s com- 
merce with foreign countries 
through. neutral ports, if the cir- 
cumstances render such an appli- 
cation of the principle of block- 
ade the only means of making it 
effective. 

The Government of the United 
States, indeed, intimates its read- 
iness to take into account “the 
gfreat changes which have oc- 
curred in the conditions and 
means of naval warfare since the 
rules hitherto governing legal 
blockade were formulated,” and 
recognizes that “‘the form of close 
blockade within its cordon of 
ships in the immediate offing of 
the blockaded ports is no longer 
practicable in the face of an 
enemy possessing the means and 
opportunity to make an effective 
defense by the use of submarines, 
mines and aircraft.” 

The only question, then which 
can arise, in regard to the meas- 
ures resorted to for the purpose 
of carrying out a blockade upon 
these extended lines is, whether, 
to use Your Excellency’s words, 
they “cunform to the apirit and 
principles of the essence of the 
rules of war,’ and we shall be 
content to apply this test to the 
action which we have taken in 
so far ag it has necessitated in- 
terference with neutral com- 
merce.

It seems, accordingly, that if 

it be recognized that a blockade 

fa in certain cases the appropriate 
method of intercepting the trade 
of am enemy country, and, if the 
blockade can only become effec- 
tive by extending it to enemy 
commerce passing through neu- 
tral ports, such an extension is 
defensible and in accordance 
with principles which have met 
with general acceptance.”’ 

The note then refers to the case of 
the British ship Springbok, seized by 
United States cruisers during the 
Civil War while bound for the British 
West Indias, because her cargo, it 
was charged, was to be transshipped 
to the Confederate States. The Su- 
preme Court of the United States sus- 
tained the séizure against the con- 
demnation of a group of prominent, 
international lawyers, 
United States and British Govern-\ 
ments took the broader view and rec- 
ognized the development of the older 
method of blockade. No protest was 
made by Great Britain. The note 
says: 

Adaptation of Old Rules. 

“What is really important in 
the general interest is that 
adaptations of the old rules 
should not be made unless they 
are consistent with the general 
principle upon which an admitted 
belligerent right is based. I¢ is 
also essential that all injury te 
neutrals should be avoided. With 
these conditions it may be safely 
affirmed that the steps we are 
taking te intercept commodities 
on their way to and from Ger- 
many fully comply. 

“We are interfering with no

be entitled to interfere by block- 
ade if the geographical position 
and the conditions of Germany 
at present were such that her 
commerce passed through her 
own ports. 

“We are taking the utmost pos- 
sible care not to interfere with 
commerce genuinely destined for 
or proceeding from neutral coun- 
ties. Furthermore, we have 
tempered the severity with which 
Our measures might press upon 
neutrals by not applying the 
rule which was invariable in the 
old form of blockade, that ships 
and goods on their way to or 
from the blockade area are liable 
to condemn. 


Forms of Blockades, 

The note then reviews at some 
length the various forms in which 
blockades have been maintained to 
show there has been no uniformity 
of practice in very essential points 
and declares: .

In the supplemental note. which is a 
reply to the American caveat giving 
notice that the United States would not 
recogrtize the orders in council in lieu 
of international law, Sir Edward Grey 
writes he does ‘‘not understand to what 
divergence of views as to the principles 
of law applicable in cases before the 
prize court the Government of the Unit- 
ed States refer, for I am not aware of 
any difference existing between the two 
countries as to the principles of law 
applicable in cases before such courts.”’ 

Sir Edward compares the rules gov- 
erning British prize courts to the rules 
applied by American courts, 
especially to the American case of the 
Amy Warwick before the United States 
Supreme Court, where it was held that 
the “prize courts are subject to the in- 
structions of their own sovereign. In 
the absence of such instructions, their 
jurisdjction and rules of decision are 
to be ascertained by reference to the 
known Powers of such tribunals and 
the principle by which they are gov- 
erned under the public law and the prac- 
tice of nations. It would appear, there- 
fore, that the principles applied by the 
prize courts of the two countries are 
fdentical.”’ 


Legal Argument, 
The supplemental note then proceeds 


with a long legal argument to determine 
the practicability of a prize court being 
governed by international law and at 
the same time by municipal law in the 
form of orders in council. It finally 
comes to the case of the steamer Za- 
mora, in the present war, in which the 
British court declared: 

“The nations of the world need nor 
be apprehensive that orders in coun- 
cii will emanate from the Govern- 
ment of this country in such viola- 
tion of the accepted laws of natfons 
that it is conceivable that our prize 
‘tribunals holding the law of nations 
in reverence, would feel called upon 
to disregard and refuse obedience to 
the provisions of such orders.” 

Sir Edward then points out that 
the legality of the Orders in Council 
or of the measures taken under them, 
have not yet been brought to a deci- 
sion in a prize court, but he reminds 
the United States that “it is open to 
any United States citizen whose claim 


fis before the prise court, to contend 
that any order in council which may

Sir Edward's note closes with the 
observation that “figures of recent 
months show that the increased op- 
portunities afforded by the war for 
American commerce have more than 
compensated for the loss of the Ger- 
man and Austrian markets. We shall 
continue to apply these measures, 
with every desire to occasion the 
least possible amount of inconven- 
fence to persons engaged in liegiti- 
mate commerce.”

Civil War Matamoros Cases. 
The celebrated Matamoros cases of the

cisions of the prize courts of the United

‘"‘We have been compelled as an inci- 
fient of war, in that struggle for na- 
tional existence which we are now wag- 
ing, to interfere with the commerce of 
America,. in common with that of all 
scutrals, so as to prevent our enemy 
from obtaining from neutrals those ar- 
ticles necessary to the prosecution of 
the war. 

“This duty has been peculiarly imposed 
on England because of her predominant 
naval strength. We should have be- 
t:ayed our allies, we should have been 
guilty of treachery to them had we not 
exerted our full power against Germany. 
Iu performing our duty we brought 
certain financial losses to America, and 
it is only natural that Americans shoulé 
feel irritated; that they at times even 
question the justice of our actions. 

‘Yet we must ask them not to look at 
the matter entirely through their own 
eyes, even from the standpoint of their 
own material interests, but tolerantly, 
generously, justly to understand our po- 
sition."’ 

Comment on Civil War Case. 

‘lhe Post refers to tlie blockade against 
the South during the American Civil 
War which brought disaster to the En- 
glisnh cotton industry, and the failure 
cf England to declare cotton contraband 
in the present war, which the writer 
terms a “mistaken kindness’’ out of 
consideration to the United States and 
ics people.’’ 

“The situation is complex, but it con- 
tains no element of menace,” is the 
editorial opinion of the Daily News on 
the notes. 


Thinks Dispute Trivial. 
The Daily News calls the present em- 


barrassments trivial as compared with 
the friction engendered by the North- 
ern blockade during the American Civil 
War, and declares that the legal jus- 
tice of the British action in extending 
the embargo to goods to or from neu- 
tral ports which are as serviceable to 
Germany as Hamburg and Bremen can- 
not be decided by the exchanging of 
notes. 


“Compelled to Modify Rules.” 
The comment of the London afternoon 


newspapers admits generally that Amer- 
ican and other neutrals have a griev- 
ance, but they insist, to use the words 
of the Westminster Gazette, ‘‘that 
Great Britain has been compelled to 
modify some of the accepted rules be- 
cause Germany has deliberately broken 
these rules.’’ 

Continuing, the Westminster Gazette 
says: “For the moment we would do 
well to recognize that on a strict inter- 
pretation of international law neutrals 
have a grievance upon which they are 
entitled to insist, but this grievance 
arises in the main from the peculiar 
use Germany has chosen to make of 
the submarine in her war upon mer- 
chantmen, both enemy and neutral.” 

This same newspaper, in reference to 
the sinking of the British steamer Ibe- 
rian, in which an American member of 
the crew ‘ost his life, notes the silence 
of the American press on this incident. 
Then it says: 

“The German answer to the American 
note has been most direct. It has taken 
the practical form of the killing without 
warning of American seamen. Ap- 
parently, if the American press has its 
way, no notice is to be taken of this 
fact. This impression of the real feeling 
of the United States in this matter wil! 
be no more lost upon Germany than 
upon this country.” 


Difference Held to Be Serious. . 
The Evening Standard, in an editorial, 


says: ‘The notes exchanged show that 
the difference between Great Britain 
and the United States, although serious, 
are by no’means irreconcilable.” 

It points out that Sir Edward Grey 
unreservedly accepts the main Amer!i- 
can contention that international law 
must prevail over national law. Con- 
tinuing, it «argues that the Order in 
Council makes national law conform 
fully to international requirements, but, 
if the United States does not accept this 
view, then Sir Edward concedes that 
Great Britain will make no objection to 
an appeal to an international tribunal. 
This latter is a very strong point, the 
Evening Standard sets forth. insomuch 
as the United States has elected to stand 
on international! principles.

Reported Russian Legation at The 
Hague Announces Fall of Warsaw. 
BERLIN, Aug. 4, by wireless to Say- 

ville.—The Overseas News Agency to- 
day says the Russian legation at The 
Hague, Netherlands, has officially an- 
nounced the evacuation of Warsaw on 
account of the lack of ammunition. The 
bridges over the Vistula River, the same 
advices say, have been ordered biown 
up. 

Reports prepared at the front and 
given out by the Overseas News Agency 
say the investment of the Russian for- 
tress of Ivangorod Is progressing.

Under the Efficiency Board’s rules 
10 years is the total allowance for 
experience. It gave him a total of 10 
or 100 per cent. The other grades 
which entered into his final percent- 
age of 95.642 were 93 per cent for his 
answers to practical questions, and 
95.71 for his personality. 

If Walker had not received 100 per 
cent for experience, the papers show, 
he would not have been within the 
first three. 

His paper this morning was compared 
with that of John M. McCully, a news- 
paper reporter for the Globe-Democrat. 
McCully was allowed 75 per cent for ex- 
perience, 9 for practical examination 
and 98.5 for personality. His experience 
consisted of five years with the Louis- 
ville Legion, a military organization, 
and 15 years as a police reporter, dur- 
ing which time, he submitted, he was in 
constant touch with the jail, prisoners 
and jail officials. The board allowed 
him only six months’ actual experience 
for the time with the Louisville Le- 
gion, and four years for his time as a 
police reporter, making a total allow- 
ance of only four years and six months 
of actual experience. 


_ Examiners Decided It, 

Assistant Examiner Alonzo Barr said 
this morning that the allowance for ex- 
perience had been decided upon by him- 
self and Examiner Cullen, with the ap- 
proval of the board, after the papers 
were filed, but before their grading be- 
gan.

Wagner said he had no difficulty in 
sending cargoes of food from this coun- 
try to Germany through Sweden, where 
the authorities are strongly pro-German. 

Wallach said that he had _ shipped 
many consignments of uniform cloth and 
shoes to Germany by sending it to 
Viadivostok and thence by rail to 
Sweden for transshipment to Germany.

ma GERMANS 
TO TAKE WARSAW 


But Even Storming of Petrograd 
Would Not Mean End, Said 
One of Czar’s Generals. 


By Leased Wire From the New York 
Barean of the Post-Dispatch. 
NEW YORK, Aug. 4—Richard Hill. 
formerly a missionary tn the war-rid- 
den province of Azerbaijan, Persia, 
herewith writes for the Post-Dispatch 
an account of a remarkable conversa- 
tion which he had with a prominent 


Russian Genera!, whose name he does 
not feel at liberty to mention, concern- 
ing Warsaw's strategic position, as the 
Russian officials see it. Hill, who was 
compelled by fllness to leave Russia, is 
now in New York. He is a member of 
the Plymuoth Brethren, a missionary 
organization of Bath, England.

“Warsaw has been conceded by us 
from the very beginning. and one of 
the greatest surprises of the war is that 
we still hold our Polish capital,”’ said 
a high Russian General. “Our plans an- 
ticipated at the outset a swift move of 
the Teuton allies into Poland, the cap- 
ture of Warsaw and of the whole of 
Poland and the straightening out of the 
German frontier from the Baltic down 
to the Austrian frontier. With such a 
drive carrying the Germans up to the 
Baltic coast, their fleet may even raid 
and capture Riga, Libau and other Bal- 
tic ports. 

*“‘We would not feel the end had come, 
even if they should storm Petrograd!’’ 

These words were uttered as long ago 
as last October. Since then I have 
talked with other Russian officials and 
in the same tenor they voiced the opin- 
ion of my friend. 


“Armies Alone Have Valsge.” 

There is an erroneous impression 
abroad that the fall of Warsaw means 
the crumpling up of Russia's defensive, 
the end of her offensive and her elimi- 
nation as a further factor in the war. 
Warsaw's importance has been exag- 
gerated. 

“Armies, and-armies alone,” said my 
friend, “have value nowadays in war; 
frontiers and towns are of small con- 
sequence so long as our armies are kept 
intact. Furthermore, whenever you see 
Russian troops on German soil, then ex- 
pect defeat for us. 

“But when we can get the Germans 
into Russia, then you may expect suc- 
cess for us.”’ 

I remarked that this seemed to be re- 
versing the usual order of things, for I 
always supposed that it was ever the 
policy to force the fighting in the ene- 
my’s territory. 

“That may be true of other wars,”’ he 
answered, ‘“‘but not of this. Whenever we 
push over into Germany it is because we 
are forced to do so against our better 
judgment. 

“Whenever we get into Germany we 
are facing an enemy with scores of rail- 
roads behind him, making his forces so 
mobile that with a smaller force he can 
readily outnumber us at any given point. 

“Again, Poland is honeycombed with 
German spies. Large estates are owned 
by pro-German Russians, who, we know, 
are keeping the enemy informed of our 
every movement. 


Flower Garden a Fort. 

‘Many of these estates we discovered 
on the march to Warsaw to be German 
supply stations. One such, midway be- 
tween Warsaw and the frontier, was 
famed in antebellum days for the lavish 
and apparently pointless expenditure of 
money that had been made in transform- 
ing a barren wilderness into a huge 
fairyland of flower gardens. Great 
concrete conduits had been built, pools, 
terraces, broad concrete walks. 

“On the approach of the Germans we 
learned that there was method in this 
German madness—a method of efficiency. 
The reservoirs were granaries; the con- 
dufts, storehouses; the walks,, flower 
beds and fountains all part of a marvel- 
ous system of trenches. It took the Rus- 
sians days to drive the Germans out 
once they were intrenched there, and a 
high price in Russian blood was pald for

In the chateau itself as I went down- 
stairs I passed a bedroom door with

had had their names chalked across 
various other doors, but few of them 
remained, One by one they were being 
gradually scrubbed off. It was ex- 
plained to me that these chalk marks 
were particularly hard.téd remove from 
wooden doors. But with patience it was 
being done. 

The trip which I was taking to the 
trench front had been most kindly ac- 
ranged for me by the French Govern- 
ment for my particular benefit. It had 
the advantage of enabling us to go into 
portions of the advanced trenches, 
where the larger parties could not go 
for fear Of precipitating shelling by the 
Germans. Our party consisted of «a 
staff officer from Paris; a staff offi- 
cer from army headquarters, Lincoln 
Eyre—the Post-Dispatch’s Paris corre- 
spondent, whom the authorities had a)- 
lowed me to ask along—and myself. 

“Departures” and “Arrivals.” 

After leaving the chateau we got into 
two elephant-gray army motors with 
Remington carbines slung on the dash- 
board, The military chauffeurs tore 
along the road in easy range of the 
German artillery, but for some feason 
never were shelled. Finally, after a few 
hours’ run we stopped about.a kilometer 
{about two-thirds of a mile) from a lit- 
tle Nillage,. whieh. must..be nameless. 
On leaving our motors we walked a lit- 
tle farther along the road and then 
climbed down into a trench. This was 
about six feet deep and three feet wide, 
the bottom sides of white chalky soil. 
We pursued a serpentine course, but 
there was method in its meandering, for 
a straight vista of trench leading to- 
ward the enemy would be a splendid 
ge ge groiind for bullets. 

We had not gotie far when I heard a 
sound like a boy cracking a toy whip. 
“A bullet striking near us,” explained 
an officer ahead of me. I found it al- 
most impossible to tell the difference 
between the report of the French gune 
and the explosions of the German shells. 
An officer told me that their timetable 
nickname for French gun reports was 
“departs (departures), while that from 
the German shell explosions was “ar- 
rives”’ (arrivals). 

Of course, if either gun or shell ex- 
plosion or both are very near you can 
easily tell the difference—if there is 
enough of yot left to tell anything. 
We walked on with the top whip crack- 
ing at every other step and “departs”’ 
and “arrives” inviting guesswork as to 
which was which. “We passed soldiers 
in shirt sleeves, deepening and widening 
a communication trench. It was rather 
difficult to squeeze past them, but this 
very definitely emphasized the wonder- 
ful terms of dicipline and the democrat- 
ic friendliness existing between the 
French officers and the men. The of- 
ficers talked to the men intimately and 
placed their hands on the men’s shoul- 
ders affectionately in squeezing by. The 
men answered the officers easily, with- 
out restraint, but all stood at attention 
and smartly gave the salute, which they 
regarded as a dignity and not a degra- 
dation—a marvelous combination of dis. 
cipline and democracy. 


like the Ruins of Messina. 
We finally climbed out the trench at 


the firat house of the little village, or 
rather of what had been a little village, 
for it was on close view nothing more 
than the aftermath of an earthquake. 
In actual fact it reminded me vividly of 
the walk I had taken through the ruins 
of Messina after the last great ecarth- 
quake there. 

Before éntering the village I stood in 
the road. looking through the field 
glasses at a German war balloon to my 
left. “Come along, come along,” shout- 
ed one of the officers. “If you stand 
there you'll start the Germans shelling. 
You're in plain sight of them there.” 
Needless to say, I came along. 

We walked through the shattered vil- 
lage, which the Germans shelled relig- 
ously every day, until we came to the 
remains of a church. Climbing in over 
the ruins we saw there was one corner 
where miraculously enough a few yards 
of floor and a few yards of roof had es- 
caped being shelled to pieces. The altar 


had been set there with about 10 chairs 
crowded in front of it. There masse is 
still held every Sunday for the benefit 
of the 16 inhabitants, who persisted in 
staying in the village. These must in- 
deed be solemn little services, for the 
Germans are far from being Sabbatari- 
ans when it comes to shelling this par- 
tiloular chureh. 

Going on, we stopped in front of what 
was a house of one story and skeleton 
from there up. It looked as if nothing 


more than a squirrel could get up to its

could conceal itself behind any of the! 
shreds and tatters of its roof. Never 

theless, up there was the observation 
post, which I was about to visit. We en- 
tered and found some soldiers cooking 
meat and potatoes on a smokeless stove. 
One of them was amusing himself pran- 
cing around the place on a _ pair of 
child's stilts. 

Following instructions, [ climbed up 
a long ladder, which led to two rafters 
—the sole survivors of the second floor. 
A few planks had been stretched across 
these. From them another ladder led 
up to_a small patch of attic floor, 
which, marvelously intact, nestled. 
around three sides of a brick chimnev 
under the fragment of the roof. I ar- 
rived there and carefully lifted a little 
leather curtain hung over a hole in the 
roof and squinted cautiously down upon, 
the German lines. 

Not a Movement Visible. 
French trenches were practically hid- 
idlen by the houses of the little village, 
so that the first thing I saw was a,belt 
of barbed wire, an unostentatious little 
white line, which marked the advance 
German position. Look as closely as 
one could, it was impossible to detect 
the slightest movement, yet it was 
from this innocent looking little line 
that the bullets were imitating toy 
whips. I wedged myse)<¢ into the chim- 
ney to get a view of another side and 
then climbed down. 

We now left the village and walked 
into the open advanced trenches. The 
most remarkable thing was their utter 
desolation. We walked for 100 yards 
at a time, past scores and scores of 
rifle slits, without seeing a man. An 
officer explained that troops are not 
permitted in open trenches during the 
day time, to save them needless loss 
from shells, which each side all day 
long in a desultory way threw into the 
open trenches of the other. The men 
stayed down in the shelliproof shelters 
all the day and nianned ‘the trenches 
at night, when attacks are most feared. 
It seemed as if the Germans cou!l 
easily rush these trenches before the 
men could be called out to meet them, 
but along the sides of every trench ran 
one or two telephone wires. Apparently 
one quick order would have these front 
trenches lined with men. 

We came to one of the points nearest 
the German lines, from where the Ge?- 
man trenches seemed a mere stone’s 
throw. From there French soldiers 
used to crawl out and fraternize with 
the Germans between the lines, but 
that now is forbidden. 

We next came to a covered trench 
leading to a covered grenade section. 
Here a table stood against the outer 
wall. It had three lines of sockets in 
it. one ahead of the other. The sol- 
diers fastened grenades to the muzzies 
of their rifies, shoved the muzzles up 
through the protected slit in the roof, 
rested the butts in one of the three 
sockets which gave three different 
ranges and pulled the trigger. If there 
is a premature explosion they are saved 
from. its effects by the muzzle being 
above the roof. 

We continued along into the section 
of the covered front trench, where the 
rifle slits have wires stretched across 
thém about three inches from the bot- 
tom. The soldiers must stick their 
rifles out under wire, which prevents 
their overshooting in the night. The 
covered trenches are reofed with logs 
and covered with two or three feet »f 
earth.’ They are proof against ordinary 
shells, but not against heavy artillery. 
When that starts the men climb down

storm ist over. At regular intervals 
pussed watchers, some standing in the 
covering of the trenches gazing through 
the slits, some lying out above the open 
trenches behind steel shields, and some 
using periscopes, all depending on the 
location of the trench. 

Looking into such periscope one woyld 
swear that he was looking straight out 
through a loophole. There is not the 
slightest sign of looking at a reflection 
in a mirror. We walked bent over 
through an, extremely long tunnel in an 
advanced position. Some officers them- 
selves never have been in them, and 
started back through the open trenches. 

At one point a lot of Germans had 
heen buried. Sometimes a shell explo- 
sion does a ghastly bit of disinterment, 
ut I saw nothing unpleasant’ on this 
At another point above the! 
heads of each side of the trench stood! 
two shattered ammunition carts. The 
Germans shelled this place pertinacious- 
ly, believing that the carts were guns.

We left the 
old lady surrounded by what evidently 
comprised all the comforts of home, and 
a few steps further were introduced to 
the Mayor of this village, which must 
be nameless. 

It was a smiling, bland old man, who 
greeted us morst genially. Apparently 
he had not a care in the world as he 
stood courteously making conversation. 
It seemed to me that the humble old 
woman, milking her cow, and the May- 
or, entertaining visitors to what was 
no longer his village, were further sym- 
bells of the spirit of a nation which was 
not easily destined to decadence and 
downfall.

{SEIZURE OF DAGIA 
UPHELD BY PRIZE 
UUURT IN FRANCE 


Former Hamburg - American 
Ship, Now Owned by Ameri- 
can, Had Cotton for Germany. 


PARIS, Aug. 9.—A French prize court 


ican cotton ship Dacia. 


The Dacia was purchased from the 
Hamburg-American Line shortly after 
the outbreak of the war by Edward N. 
Breitung of New York and Michigan, 
and transferred to American registry. It 
was. loaded with cotton at Galveston, 
and sailed for Rotterdam, whence the 
cotton was to be sent to Germany. The 
ship was seized’ near the French coast 
by the French cruiser Europe, and 
taken to Brest. The seizure was on the 
theory that the change in registry was 
a subterfuge designed to benefit 
France’s enemy.

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Sanne area 
Restoration of Embargo on Muni- 
tions and Seizure. of Capital, 
Possible Recourses. 


By Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Aug. 4—Interest in 


tomorrow’s, conference on the Mexican 
problem between Secretary Lansing and 


diplomatic representatives of six Latin- 
American countries was heightened to- 
day as further details of the origin of 
the plan for joint co-operation in pacify- 
ing the Southern republic came to light. 

One of the latest developments is the 
fact that decision to ask aid of the Cen- 
tral and South American countries in 
settling the Mexican difficulty was 
reached by President Wilson in June, 
when his warning to the warring fac- 
tions to settle their difficulties and re- 
store peace went unheeded. The diplo- 
mats were invited June 90 to participate 
in a conference, while the appeal to the 
Mexican factions was made June 2. An- 
nouncement was withheld, however, 
pending the sanctioning of the plan by 
the Latin-American nations. 

. Final Appeal Considered. 
It was considered likely today that the 


first step.in the President’s plan which 


will be submitted to the conferees by 
Secretary Lansing will be a last appeal 
to the factions to end the strife and ar- 
range for a settled government. 

If any factions fail to heed the warn- 
ing, the plan is sald to include extension 
of moral and financial support to other 
factions. The plan is also said to in- 
clude a restoration of the ban on war 
munitions to the revolting factfons and 
« demand that the railroad line between 
Vera Cruz and Mexico City be kept 
vpen for the transportation of food sup- 


plies to the starving people of the cap-} 


ital. 

Failure to do this might result in joint 
steps by the United States and the Lat- 
in-American nations to take physical 
control of the capital and the raflroad 
by force and to hold them pending res- 
toration of peace. 

Sending of Troops Permiasible. 

Replying to a question, Secretary Lan- 
sing said the sending of troops to take 
food to starving Americans and other 
foreigners could not be considered an 
act of war. He cited the action of the 
United States and other Powers in the 
Boxer rebellion in China. 

Paul Fuller, one of President Wil- 
son’s special envoys in Mexico since 
the break between Carranza and Villa 
will participate in the conférence to- 
morrow. Duval West, another of the 
President's special investigators is alsu 
in the city. Mr. Fuller is understood 
to have been sounding the views of 
Mexican leaders.and has brought en- 
couraging reports. 

Secretary Lansing continued to re- 
fuse to discuss the plan of procedure, 
but the belief grows in official quarters 
that, it contemplates designating a Pres- 
ident satisfactory to at least a large 
portion of the Mexican people and whose 
Government will be recognized by 
American nations,

PACIFIC MAIL: STEAMSHIP Co, 
TO’ STOP ITS FOREIGN SERVICE 


Largest American Fleet in Such Trade 
to Be Withdrawn on Account of 
Law, Officials Say. 

SAN FRANCISCO, Aug. 4.—Definite 
announcement that the Transpacific 
service of the Pacific Mail Steamship 
Co. would cease Nov. 2 next, thus with- 
drawing from foreign trade the largest 
American fleet- engeged--in such com- 
merce, is made by A. J. Frey, assistant 
to the general manager. 

It is the first time that a day has 
been given out definitely for the ter- 
mination of transpacific service, al- 
though the company has been refusing 
to accept orders for business beyond 
that date. The terms of the La Fol- 
lette seaman’s law, which goes into 
effect Nov. 4, would force the company 
to operate at a loss, according to as- 
sertions by company officials.

The cathedral was thrown open to all 
comers and before a vast throng the 
Rev. Randall T. Davis, Archbishop of 
Canterbury, and the Right Rev. Arthur 
F, Ingram, Bishop of London, and their 
assistants, conducted a brief and simple 
service, concluding with the hymn, 
“Through the Night of Darkest Tfour” 
and the national anthem.

Paddy Kelly of St. Louis won what 
was probably the hardest glove contest 
he has ever engaged in when he de- 
feated Gene Delmont of Memphis, 
Tenn., at the Future City Athletic Club 


last night. 
Kelly won on _ points. Delmont’s 


punches, swings and uppercuts were 
harder and may have hurt more, but 
Kelly’s gloved knuckles struck the face, 


head and body with much more fre- 
quency. This was almost entirely due 
to the fact that Delmont did much hold- 
ing, and Kelly consistently took ad- 
vantage of such occasions to pepper his 
opponent with blows, all of which 
counted, though many of them were 
comparatively light. 

The bout was a rough one because 
ii. was strength pitted against strength, 
more than boxing science against 
The men were well matched 
ability to assimilate punish- 
ment and gave a great exhibition of 
determination and endurance. There 
was no stalling for time, sparring for 
wind, or resort to other tricks cal- 
culated to gain respite. The men were 
hard at it in every round, and the 
last one was the fastest and most fu- 
ricus seen here in a long while. In 
this one they slugged from the very be- 
ginning to the finish, Delmont trying 
hard for a knockout and Kelly fighting 
te hold the advantage he had already 
won. 


Delmont the Better Boxer. 


Delmont ig the harder hitter, faster, 
and the better boxer. In my opinion, 
he could have won the bout had he 
been content to box Kelly more at 
long range, but he met the “iron 
man’’ at the latter's best style when 
he closed in to slug at close quarters. 
Even at this he might have won by 
reason of his more powerful punches 
were it not for the fact that he wasted 
much time by clinching and holding 
and never seemed to realize that when 
he did this Kelly kept his own hands 
free and battered away at the head, 
face or any portion of his opponent's 
rody he could reach. At such times 
Kelly’s punches were not hurting much, 
but they were scoring points that nad 
to be tabulated in his favor, and they 
ran up a majority. 

Delmont did no hitting while holding 
and, therefore, suffered no penalty for 
Violation of the rules; but he was 
responsible for nearly all of the 
clinches, and aggravated this by hold- 
ing on. This is strictly defensive work 
of the sort that gains no credit. 

There was but little scientific boxing 
done by either, the men slugging and 
placing their punches at random, care- 
ful only to keep their blows above the 
waistline. As is usual in bouts of this 
sort, there were a few happenings not 
countenanced by the rules but excus- 
able because there was no intention of 
being unfair and the damage done was 
slight. As, for instance, when Kelly's 
head came in contact with Delmont’s 
right cheek bone. Some boxers might 
have claimed that Kelly was ‘‘butting,” 
but Delmont took the blame upon him- 
self, saying that he missed with a 
punch and fell forward. Then, again, 
Kelly twice struck blows that were too 
low and are forbidden by the rules, but 
they were light ones and, fortunately, 
did no damage. However, I cautioned 
Kelly to be more careful. Kelly did not 
seem to realize that he had struck low, 
but apologized to Delmont, and the lat- 
ter at once accepted it and referred to 
the incident as an accident: 


Delmont Makes a ‘‘Hit.’’ 


Kelly has a rough way of boxing, 
and Delmont came here with the repu- 


tation of being the same sort. Neither 
makes any pretense to anything else, 
but their ‘‘roughness’ applies only to 
their style of boxing and not to indul- 
gence of unfair tactics. 

Delmont, the stranger, made a splen- 
did impression and will no doubt be 
welcomed should he come here again. 
His willingness, aggressiveness and 
splendid sportsmanship “caught on’”’ 
with the crowd, and the great finish in 
the last round of the bout had everyone 
standing and cheering wildly. 

Both men weighed in under the stipu- 
lated weight of 130 pounds. 

The semi-final, eight rounds at 133 pounds 
introduced an exceptionally fast and clever 
boxer in the person of Cleve Atwell of Men -

TRAFFIC IN ARMS 


“English: Viewpoint in Public 
Opinion” Also Criticised at 
German-American Convention. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Aug, 4.—Protests 
against the “unmoral traffic in arms 
and ammunition” with England, the 
English viewpoint in public opinion 
on the European war, and criticism 
of the Government's attitude toward 
Germany, were expressed today in 
resolutions unanimously adopted by 
the National German-American Alli- 
ance, assembled here in its eighth 
annual convention. 

Officers of the organization have 
stated that the alliance was opposed 
to nation-wide prohibition, and some uf 
them said that this sentiment probably 
would be crystallized in some definite 
resolution today.

“Successfully to combat such legis- 
lation, it will be incumbent upon every 
state organization to make full report 
in every case where laws relating to 
personal liberty are proposed or enacted 

the secretary of the national al- 
ance, so that body will be in a position 
ictively to co-operate, to the end that 
personal rights of the individual and his 
protection from harmful and unreason- 
able legislation may be secured.”

H.B. WANDELL, WHO 
DEFACED LIBRARY 
FILE, DISGHARGED 


He Tells Judge Hogan Act Was 
Not Willful, but Subcon- 
scious One, 


Harry B. Wandell of 3636 Cook avenue, 
former city editor of the Republic and 
of the Globe-Democrat, was ‘freed today 
by Police Judge Hogan, after being ar- 
raigned on the charge that ge “‘will- 
fully and wantonly” defaced a bound 
newspaper file in the Central Public Li- 
brary. 

Wandell admitted that he tore the file, 
while in the newspaper reference room 
of the library, at 6 o’cleek last evening. 
The file was one of the Missouri Repub- 
lican (now St. Louis Republic) of April 
18, 1882, and the article which he tore 
out told of the indictment of Bob Ford 
at St. Joseph for the murder of Jesse 
James, and his immediate plea of. guilty. 
Ford was pardoned by Gov. Crittenden 

“I am a newspaper man and an au- 
thor,” Wandell told Judge Hogan. 
“Three months ago I was commissioned 
to get up a record of memorable pardons 
issued .by Governors. I searched for 
some time for the news records of the 
Ford case, and “was so overjoyed when 
I found the article I was looking for 
that I tore it out without thinking what 
I was doing. 

“Then, as I looked at-the torn page, 
I first realized that I had done what I 
should not have done. It was not a 
willful act. It was a subconscious one.” 

Wandell said he was 52 years old, and 
had been 33 years'in the newspaper 
business. 

Charlies D. Long, the assistant in 
charge of the newspaper teference de- 
partment, urged that Wandell be fined 


heavily, or réquired to replace the torn 


paper.. Long added that he did. not 
think the paper could be replaced, but 
he said the torn part, which Wandell 


restored, might be pasted in, though he 


doubted gyvhether the patched page 
would last long. His reason for think- 
ing the act a willful one, he éaid, was

Fe hve the same volume had been torn 
in other places, and that the tearing 
in this case occurred after he had 
turned his back. There was no evidence 
to show who tore the other pages of 
the file. 

Judge Hogan told Wandell to make 
an effort to get a paper to replace the 
torn one. He said he did not believe 
the act was willful.

The strongest point in the unquestionably 
strong argument of the British note is the ref- 
erence to our own record in the blockade of the 
South during the Cfvil War. That record crip- 
ples. our protests against British interference 
with traffic to-neutral ports which is destined 
for Germany. 

The United States enforced the right of seizure 
against traffic between neutral ports which we 
believed to be destined for the South. We af- 
firmed the principle that a belligerent could 
make its blockade effective by interference with 
neutral commerce to prevent transshipment from 
neutral into enemy territory. We seized the 
Springbok bound for the British West Indies, 
with a cargo only a small part of which was con- 
traband. The United States Supreme Court on 
appeal sustained the seizure and Great Britain 
did not protest. ‘ 

There is a difference, however, in our blockade 
of the South and Great Britain’s alleged block- 
ade of Germany. Our’s, although maintained by 
a few vessels, was actual and complete block- 
ade. Great Britai&, although controlling the sea, 
pleads that she cannot blockade the ports with 
ships actually guarding them on account of new 
modes of warfare, such as the submarine and the 
aeroplane. The ‘blockade is not effective. 

Nor is the British blockade complete. Great 
Britain does not blockade the Baltic nor stops 
traffic between Germany and Scandinavia. All 
neutral nations do not suffer alike. While our 
trade and that of other neutrals, passing through 
waters conveniently and safely patrolled, is in- 
tercepted, the trade of Norway, Sweden and Den- 
mark with Germany is unmolested. The blockade 


is partial. 


There are flaws in Great Britain’s argument, 


‘| but it 1s to her credit that the Government en- 


deavors to stand upon law and rigidly adheres 
to legal modes of procedure. But whatever in- 
jury is inflicted upon us cannot be excused on 
the ground that it is minimized and is inflicted 
under forms of law. We stand upon our rights.

Chairman Rogers has made the system so 
blamed efficient that there isn’t a crack in it big 
enough for the Mayor or his friends to push the 
least bit of personal influence or political friend- 
ship through it. Lawyers must get a Rogers 
diploma; day laborers must pass rigid tests; 
even mules must be examined and certified as 
eligible for municfpal hauling. The Mayor de- 
clares that efficiency is a good thing and he 
likes it, but he gags at too much of a good thing. 
It is a sad situation. Nothing like it has oc- 
curred since Czar Mulvihill put saloon keepers 
through the third degree and his official patron 
gaint off the political map.

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WAR’S DESTRUCTIVE POWER. 
Staggering-to humanity as has been the loss 
of life from the first year of the great war, the | 
in wealth or wealth-production is such as to make 
it of further mighty moment in relation to human 
well-being. 

It is computed by the National City Bank of 

York that the five great nations in the war 
from the start have doubled their nonproductive 
debt, increased it by $15,500,000,000. This money 
has not all been spent, but special war taxes have 
been levied and spent which will equal the un- 
expended debt portion. Thus the money cost of 
the war in its first year to the five nations is 
fully $15,000,000,000, or some $50,000,000 a day, and 
the daily cost,is steadily increasing. 

The estimated wealth of these five nations was 
$280,000,000,000. That was what they had from 
the toil and care and self-denial of centuries, 
and in spite of the destructions of all the wars of 
those countries. The money cost of one year of 
this war is equal to more than 6 per cent of that 
accumulation of ages. Another year would send 
the percentage up near to 15. It would be as if 
within two ,years these civilized. humans had de- 
liberately destroyed a seventh of the permanent 
prosperity fruits of almost twenty centuries of 
Christian civilization. 

This is not all. The cost we are discussing is a 
cost to present and future wealth production for 
purposes of destruction. It measures up to actual 
destruction of accumulated wealth. It is a de- 
struction of power in future wealth production. 
There remains to be added the billions of actual 
wealth destroyed and to be’ destroyed In Belgium 
and Northern France and Poland and on the seas 
and wherever else the conflict has raged and is 
te rage. .

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WAR’S MELTING POT IN RUSSIA. 
In the darkest hour of the year of warring, 
confronted by greater perils than any that have 
threatened since the Napoleonic invasion, the 
Russian Duma, sitting at Petrograd, voices the 
national purpose. 
Russia is willing, it says, to make even more 
prodigious sacrifices than it has already made. 
The resolution to win is declared to be unshak- 
able. The war must go on at whatever cost until 
Russian aims and interests are_ safeguarded. 
This one unanimous expression would alone 
more than justify the grant of representative gov- 
ernment in the creation of the Duma. That solid- 
arity which the war brought to the other peoples 
engaged in it,is present in striking degree in the 
country whose losses have been the most stag- 
gering. 
Russia’s chief source of potential weakness 
is its unwieldiness and the diverse character of 
its population. It will emerge from the war’s 
great melting pot with a more closely-knit nation- 
al texture and with an increased capacity as well 
as desire for self-government. 
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LATIN AMERICAN RESPONSIBILITIES. 

If the conference which Secretary Lansing 
will hold with various Latin-American diplo- 
mats tomorrow, it would be pertinent to ask 
what their respective governments have to pro- 
pose. The affair at Brownsville yesterday shows 
that the administration cannot continue to drift 
much longer. Are the Latin-American States 
prepared to help us put an end to a situation 
which is a standing reproach to their own civili- 
gation? If they do not wish to assist actively in 
restoring order in’ Mexico, are they willing to 
lend their moral support to the United States 
while this Government does the work? Are they 
willing to aid in the establishment of a govern- 
ment under which the unfortunate people of 
Mexico will have another opportunity to work 
out their political destiny? 

The Latin-American nations can make the task 
of the United States relatively easy if they will. 
They can make it very difficult if’ they choose. 
President Wilson has given them sufficient proof 
of gincerity and good faith to meMit-their honest 
and earnest co-operation. 

In spite of the Monroe Doctrine, Mexico is not 
our affair alone. It is the affair of every self- 
respecting Latin-American nation that is con- 
cerned with the experiment of self-government 
cn this hemisphere. Too much has been made 
of the duties and responsibilities of the United 
States and too little has been made of the ob- 
ligations of all the Latin-American republics to 
help maintain their own institutions. 

If ‘the Latin-American nations will do nothing 
tcward solving the Mexican problem, and the 
United States are compelled to resort to ‘force, 
we shall have # right to insist that they ‘with- 
bold all critictem end ceive thin an:

COMMISSION ON RELIGIOUS 
PREJUDICE MAKES REPORT 


Appointed by Knights of Columbus 
Cenvention rt Seattle—Condemnus 
Mixing Neligion With Politics. 
SEATTLE, Wash., Aug. 4—The Su- 
preme Council of the Knights of Colum- 
bus, in convention here, has received the 
report of the Commission on Religious 
Prejudices, which expressed the belief 
that “American fair play will prevail 

over religious. bigotry.” 

The report, presented by Col. P. H. 
Callahan, chairman, expressed satisfac- 
tion for aid by the general public and 
special nmrention was made of the fair- 
ness shown by the Associated Press’ and 
newspapers ‘in genera) regarding re- 
Ngious matters. ! 

Seven recommendations were attached 
to the report. The first of these de- 
clared a principal cause for prejudice 
against C tHolics arose from an erro- 
neous belief among noncatholics “that 
we owe such allegiance to the Pope as 
is incompatible wit hproper allegiance 
to our country.” 

“While Catholics acknowledge the 
Pope to be supreme in spivitual mat- 
ters, if any spiritual authority were to 


direct us to dO any act contrary to the 
rights of free citizens, or the welfare of 
society, we would he bound to disobey,” 
‘tbe report says: 

The report condemns the action of 
politicians in raising religious issues in 


campaigns.

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Legal Battle Begun In New York 
Involving Many Millions of 
Dollars. 


By Leased Wire From the New York 
Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 
NEW YORK, Aug. 4.—Nikola Tesi 
has appealed to the law to declare that 
he and not Willlam Marconi ts the in- 
ventor of wireless telegraphy. Many 
millions of dollare and werid-wide con- 
trol of the cemmerciat use of wireless 
transmission of energy are involved in 

the struggle. 

The suit has been brought in the Unit- 
ed States District Court here in the 
name of the Nikola Tesla Co., of which 
the Servian inventor is the president, 
and to which he has transferred all of 
his fundamental patent rights in wire. 
leas telegraphy. The defendant In the 
action is the Marconi Wireless Telegraph 
Co, of America. 

Tesla announced last night in connec- 
tion with the suit that he recently had 
been granted a patent by the United 
States Government for an invention that 
would supersede and revolutionize a'! 
present forms and applications of wire- 
less telegraphy and would enable hin 
and the financiers who are associated 
with him to obtain and keep a hold on 
commercial wireless telegraphy, no mat- 
ter what might be the outcome of the 
litigation he has begun against the Mar- 
coni interests. 

“My earlier experiments tn Colorado. 
in 1899,” he said, “demonstrated that | 
was on the right track, and with a 
transmitter of my inventson of not more 
than 30 inches diameter I succeeded in 
concentrating and applying ah a 
of electrical energy twice as 
is contained in an ordinary/stroke of 
lightning. 

“Since then I have pursued by ex- 
periments with that one point in view. 
namely, the discovery of concentrating 
and absolutely controlling eloctrical en- 
ergy. This result has been attained 
under the workings of the apparatus. for 
which the Government granted me a 
patent last December.’’ 

The Tesla company asks the court to 
declare the Marconi wireless telegraph 
patent null and void, charging that the 
Marconi patent covers the inventions 
and combinations of apparatus deacribed 
and claimed in the Tesla patents. The 
Marconi company, ia its answer, denies 
any infringement. 

‘The decision in the present action, 
whatever it may be. wilh ‘e fought up 
to the United States Supren.+ Court, it 
is declared. It is contended by the Tesla 
interests that in a suit in France last 
year, involving wireless telegraph pat- 
ents. the court, on a statement sub- 
initted by Tesla, recognized his elleged 
priority of invention.

Ralph said he did not expect to make 
any more raids, as he had no contingent 
fund for the purpose, as his force was 
Hmited to two assistants and ‘a clerk, 
and as he thought it beneath the dig- 
nity of the Prosecuting Attorney's of- 
fice to engage regularly in detective 
“work. He said his raid at Creve Coeur 
Lake, a week ago Sunday, was begun 
not so much to get evidence against sa- 
loons as to investigate reports as to 
other law breaking there.
